patent Serial No. 258,484 which claims encompass the instant 
claims. 

Claims 1-30 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103 as 
being obvious over the Hoefle et al. and Vincent et al. 
patents. The Vincent et al. patent shows that the instant 
ring system substituted by sulfur can be expected to have 
the antihypertensive utility. The Hoefle patent indicates 
the octahydroindole aminoacyl derivative would have anti- 
hypertensive activity. The Vincent et al. patent establishes 
the equivalence of the ring systems, therefore it is considered 
that the instant combination of references is proper and 
renders the claims obvious.
